Within the limits of available ap- 
propriations, you shall each from time 
to time assign persons and facilities from 
your respective Departments, which per- 
sons shah collectively form a Central In- 
telligence Group and shall, under the 
direction of a Director of Central Intel- 
ligence, assist the National Intelligence 
Authority. The Director of Central In- 
telligence shall be designated by me shall 
be responsible to the National Intelli- 
gence Authority, and shall sit as a non- 
voting member thereof.
